WEL js Which, under the ſpectous pzetences of Refozmation, a publick Rebellion hath been dy the treachery of ſome, .* 
end mit perlwalion ok others, violently carriedon againſt Sacred Authoztty,to the ruine and deſtructtou, ſo fax + 
as was poſlible, of Religion, the Kings Na jeſty and His Royal Government, the Laws,Liberties and Pꝛoper⸗ 
pot the People, and all the publick and pꝛivate Intereſts of the Kingdom ; So that Religion hang panty, 
Df Kings tobe Sacred, hath been pꝛoſtitute foꝛ the warrand of all theſe treaſonable invaſions made upon the Royal Autho- 
kitp, and diſlopal limitations put upon the Alleagtance of the Subjects. And hath it not alſo beengzetended unto, fo; the 
* » warrand of all thoſe vile and bloody Murthers , which in high contempt of Almighty God His Majeſties Au⸗ 
- Chozity and Laws, were under colour of Juſtice committed ußon His Ma jeſties good Subjects, meerly foz the diſs 7 
charge of their Duty to GO D and Loyalty to the King? Hath not that Royal Government, under whoſe Pzofection 
,- this Nation hath, to the envy of the Woꝛld, been ſo famous foꝛ many ages, been of late trode under foot, and new Goa  _ 
= vernments and Governours eſtabliſhed and kept up without His Majcſtics Authozity , and ſt His erpzeſſe Com 
mands? Path not Law, which is the Birth-rightand Inheritance ok the Subject and the ſeturity of their lives and a 
& Ffunes, been laid in the duſt, and new and unjuſt Edicts and Oꝛders paſt and publiſhed, foz ſubjecting both life and 
Foztune, and what eiſe was dear unto any of Hts Maſeſties good Subjects, to the Cruel and Ambitious Luſts 4 WU 
- fomeuſurping Rulers?. Path not Religion and Loyalty been the only objects of their Napine and Cruelty? And 
£ hath not their new and arbitrary Exactions and Burdens upon the People, erceeded in one moneth what ever had 
been fomerly in many years paid to any of the Kings of this Kingdom: And when the beſt of men and the 
«. molt excellent of the Kings of the earth, had in an unuſual way of confidence rendzed His Perſon to the truſt and 
- Lopalty of his Native Subjects, was not the ſecurity of Religion pzetended unto by ſome , who then governed in 
Church and State, foz the ground of that baſe (and never enough to be abhozred) tranſaction, in leaving ſuch aPzince 
their Native and Dzead Soveraign, to the will of theſe who were in open Rebelifon , and foz the time had their 
Iwoꝛds in their hands againſt him; And that when by theſe and many ſuch like undutifull carriages the Kings Majeſty was 
removed from His Kingdoms, the foundations of this ancient and Well conſtitute Government was overturned, theLt- 
berties and P2operty of the people tnverted ; And this Kingdom expoſed to be Captives and Slaves to Strangers, and no⸗ 
fhingleftunto them but the ſad meditation of their increaſing mileries, and the bitter remembzance of thetr by⸗paſt dif 
» Jopalties? Bet even then it pleaſed Almighty God to compaſſtonat their low condition, and by the power of His own 
Bighbt⸗ hand, moſt miraculouſly to reſtozethe Kings moſt Sacred Majeſty, tothe Royal Government of his Kingdoms; 
And thereby toredeem this Kingdom from its fozmer Slavery and Bondage, and to reftoze it to its ancient and juſt Pzt- 1 
vlledges and Freedom. And the Kings Majeſty, acknowledging, with all humility and thankfulneſſe, the goodneſſe, wil⸗⸗

and to all Sheriffs, Juſtices of Peace, and other publick Minilters tn the ſeveral Counties, and to all Magiſtrates with 2?
